Roaring flames that billowed IOO feet in the air 
destroyed a 300-foot section of the Bargain City market 
on Route 413, Bristol Township, last evening. Damage 
was estimated at between $250,000 and $500,000 to the 
1,200-foot building. 
More than 250 firemen from 20 fire companies bat­ 
tled the flames as hundreds of spectators floeked to the 
area. The surge of sightseers added to the usually heavy 
Sunday afternoon traffic created a traffic jam ‘on Route 
413 that backed up to Route 13 on one end and Route I 
on tin* other. 
Twenty-two firemen sustained minor injuries or 
were overcome by smoke. They were treated at the 
scene by crews of three rescue squads. 
Firemen were forced to lay hose lines from the 
IMumbridge section of Levittown, half a mile away, for 
water. In addition nine tank trucks were called in to 
bring water to the scene.

The lire started in the rear of the 1,200 foot long 
building, formerly operated as the Bristol Farmers Mar
